Concerning their Prophecies. 


I find my ſelf ſo weary and ſo ſpert with attention, that I 
have of neceſſity had for ſo long a Letter, that I will ſhorten this 
Chapter as much as [ can, We muſt diſtinguiſh firſt betwixt the 
Predictions of theſe Children thar relate ro pacticular things, 
and the Predictions that regard the Church in general. 


Cor.cerning particular Prediftions.

Reports, That beirg' once upon the Bed by the Shepherdeſs 
minding her Eyes, Mouth and Pulſe, ic happened that ſhe ſaid 
that ſome People ſhould be awaked that flxpt, and thoſe 
People were directly behind the Shepherdeſſes Bed. There came 
ſomething late, from a certain -neighbouring Village, a Man 
that was deſirous to hear that Maid, and juſt as he was come to 
the Houſe, the Shepherdeſs rold it, ſaying, There is ſuch a one 
that arrives, he is a' good Man, let him come ins» And the Man 
happened to be juſt then at the Door. Mr... ..fays, That he 
ſaw. it,, and ſome that were. there preſent” aſſure him , That 
ſhe had ſaid almoſt the ſame things concerning him before-he came, 
coming thither likewiſe in the night for fear of being diſco. 
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- -Galand aſſures us, That James Alazel of Mornans, who had 
a Son and a Daughter that Propheſied , wept bitterly for the 
loſs of a Son, which he doubted not of after that his Davghter 
had tcld him that he was dead, and was ſo grieved only becauſe 
he verily believed that thoſe Preachers always tell truth z the afore- 
ſaid Mazel delired Galarnd when he came to enquire about that 
Son which he had been told was dead : Galand erquired 
very carefully after him of Pcople of the ſame Vally that had 
retired themſclves- toe Geneva, who told him that they had not 
heard of him for three Montiis, never fince that he went for 
Brandenburgh. | : 

Grevier confirms what Galard had told me concerning the 
belief of thoſe People by bis own, and by whit he has ſeen 
of it. * For he confefles and proteſts, That thovgh *cis ſometime 
ſince he ſeriovfly thought of leaving France, he ſhould not bave 
made ſuch haſte if theſe Children had not oftentimes reiterated 
the Order for him to withdraw ; *is thus he expreſſes himſclf : 
© For, adds he, Sir, they had told me ſo many things concerning my 
© ſelf, that I believed them upon that account, and when they told 
£ me that the Curate of Bordeaux had fome ill defign againſt me, 
© and thar I ſhould make haſte away, I did ſo: And by the Event 
[Tis found that he was well adviſed. For frequenting that Vally 
as he did fince the ſpringing up of theſe Prophets, under pre- 
tence and ſometimes likewiſe through neceſſity of his going to 
carry them Phylick, he would certainly have paſſed his time very 
ill e*ce this. | 

He. ſays he was preſent when Orders came to thoſe poor 
Peopte''ito ſend Four of their Children to the Baron of Poer's 
Houſe, which / put them all into a great. conſternation, and. made 
them aſſemble their ſmall Council, whither they called Galangd, 
asking him his Advice, which was that they ſhould obey the Orders 
and'ſend him the leaſt. Some therevpon. ſaid, That they ought 
ficſt to make Prayers to God, and conſult the Holy Ghoſt; and 
immediagely Three of thoſe Children that were amongſt them fell 
aleep, afterwards teld them, That they. ſhould not be afraid to 
fend them, and that they ſhovld ſee them come back gay and 
dancing on the: way hke Lambs ;- which happeped according as 
they had'faid. |

named Mr, Brun by his name”: he is the Curate of Bordeaux who

G-evier adds, bat only by hearſay, ſrom a Proteſtant of Bordeaux,

The ſame-Grevier ſpeaking to me in prelence of Mr. Legrer, 
concerning a Schooijmaſtcr tiat had been at Geneva, . and whom 
Mr. Legier found to be one that had returned after he had recejved 
ſome Money from the Conſiſtory, made us.'read in his Journal, a 
Place where one of theſe Shepherds reprehended him very, {evere- 
Iy,- both for his Return, and likewiſe becauſe he refuſed that 
very Day to make a Prayer amongſt thoſe poor People, that had 
deltred him, according to their ancient Cuſtom, which was to read 
and pray to God, when they were aſlembled, ill ſach time as the 
Children flzpt aud preached to them.

Hz: 'particularly 
obſerves, That what ſhe ſingularly marked out was the Deliverance 
of the Church in September. Now, that ſhe did net underſtand a 
General Deliverance is plain, in that ſhe adds Perſecutions and 
other Signs, which were not to come to pals in fo ſhort a tim?» ;, and

For they cry aloud and ſay, That they have received the Grace' and 
Gifts they" ate poſſeſſed. of, but by rhe ſmcere repentauce of their Fa- 
wilies, it being impoſſible they ſhould obtarn its # aiiy one remained im fin, 
They are faur or five_days without eating before they ſpeak and af- 
ferwaras they fcarce eat any thing, and their ſad looks, at leaſt of the 
greateſt part of then, clear up and become pleaſant, ſo that you might 
read their happineſs in their Faces. They preach almoſt day and nigh 
without ceaſing , im pablick and in the midſt of the Villages where they 
are. Theſe Aſſemblies are ſo numerous that yeſterday there was one 
about a League from hence of fifteen bundred perſons , and 
eur held from ſeven a Clock in the Morning till fix at night. The 
days and, nights before, they were” not ſo greats But if I ſtouldtell 
you" that theſe to day will be of ahove two thouſand, I ſhould not lie.

om all parts, as if they were proceſſions, and at 
Noon dey. There dots not come. one back , but poſitively declares, 
That be bid ratbir\ bt Gaet #0 pieces with file Harker. than ron.

at-it. They boldly ſay, That there will, be 4 Communion within - 
Weeks ; #1at the Gaſpel will Ne PR every where, and that ſome

Brft Flocks, and that on ſuch a day which they name. There «re 
we that preach whil'ft aſleep, others being awake. Their Hearevs 
are always on their Knees, ſuffering no one to be otherwife®» And if 
there be any notorious ſinzers in their Aſſembly, theſe poor Preachers 
oull them to them, and fall into terrible torments, till ſuch time as 
the ſinners come to them. When they are come they cry over their 
Heads, Mercy and Grace, . always exhorting thefe ſinners ſeriouſly 
. f0-repent, and all the People to pray God that he -woutd pardon them. 
They make the Congregation ſing . Pſalms, and very often the 51. They 
make publick, Prayers for ſmners : if thoſe ſinners really regent them, 
and that God pardons them, they themſelves fall to the Ground «s 
Dead without any appearance of Life. Ad when they come tothem- 
ſelves . again they feel « happineſs and contentment , which they are 
not able ro expreſs. It happens likewiſe that other Members, who are 
not ſo great ſinners fall to the Ground, after the ſame manner, at emtervals 
of time © the moſt part fall more than once,there are ſome likewiſe that have 
fallen four times, though the; were not called as other great ſinners. And 
thoſe do not make the poor Prrachers ſuffer as the others do. There 
fall down ſomerimes twenty or thirty az once, ani as faſt as th:y fall, 
and eſpecially when "tis a great ſinner, theſe poor Preachers make great 
expreſſions of Foy, and remain ſome time 5: a ſwoon as in an Ecſtaſie, 
ſaying, That they ſee the H:avens opened and our Lord pouring ont 
his Bleſſing upon them. They ſay, That within ...,... days the 
great Perſecution will be over, and that Sunday laſt was one wd thoſe 
days. I hnow not whether this is to be underſtood of this place in par- 
ricular, or of the general. But they exnaort their Audito1s not to be 
afraid of it. I forgot to tell you that Sunday laſt, that [ ſpoke to 
you of juſt now, two Mails, after having preached. the Goſpel in 4 
Village, a League and a half from hence, all the diy till the Sun 
was ſetting, they gave the BeneaRtion and told the «Aſſembly, That 
5t was time to be going, and that there was a Detatchment of Dragoons 
made at the Quarters that were the neareſt, to come break in upon 
them, having been ciſcovered: that every one ſhould go home ana go 
fo Bed. The thing was punitually ſo, as ſhe had ſaid: The Dragoons 
came, and bunted avout in that Canton gart of the night, and finding no. 
body, they entered into Houſes, and brought away four Priſoners. 
There had been ſome tahen before sn other Aſſemblies. In fre, Sir, 
you may be ſure that what I ſay. is true, and that I-don't tell you.

No other Prophecies are to be looked upon 
as well reported, bur only thoſe that have had their Accom« 
pliſhment. 1. The Deliverance that was to begin. in the 
Month of September, as it did really begin by the buſineſs of 
England, and by the Declaration of War. 2. The new Pro- 
phets which the Shepherdeſs had Propheſied of. 3. The King 
of England driven out by the Prince of Orange. 4. The Al- 
ſemblies that were to be made in ſeveral Places. 5. And the 
cruel Perſecution which is now in the Provinces greater than 
ever , ſince there has been a Maſſacre of 400. perſons, without 
reckoning thoſe that have been Executed, according as "is 
reported.
